We continued to drink as we cruised around town and noticed we were 
about out of gas, and thats when the brilliant idea came up that we would 
take the gas and just pull off but we thought my car would get notice so we 
decided we would park the car take the money and then go get some gas. 

We took $90 dollars which came to not even $30 a piece after we bought 
the gas. In the morning after we realized what we had done we were 
terrified and did not know what to do. We waited and the summer went by 
and we never heard from anyone nor did we stay in touch. It was 
something that seemed stupid, daring and exciting but deep down I was 
always afraid. 

One year later the police came to talk to me about a rumor that was going 
around about the last day of our freshman year prank.

I am aware than Johnny Rodgers has applied to the Pardon's Board tor a full pardon of 
his 1971 felony conviction on a grand larceny charge for a service station rubbery, 

I heartily support such a pardon. 
Please consider: 

Growing up in North Omaha, Johnny was a product of the most turbulent limes in 
Omaha's racial history. While Watts and Cleveland were burning, Omaha was also 
suffering its share of racial strife and violence in the late 1960s. I covered much of it as a 
poJice reporter for The Omaha WovM-Kerald. Johnny Rodgers was in high school at 
Omaha Tech. 

While my old high school, Omaha North, had to build a fence around tlte school in an 
effort to keep the violence out, Tech did not, largely because Johnny Rodgers and a group 
of black athletes simply would not permit such outside influences in their school. 

Johnny was known as "Little Superman" back then. His mother was married three times, 
and his father was in Los Angeles. His mother and stepfather wanted him to work to help 
support ihc family; Johnny wanted to practice and compete in sports, So he was raised 
primarily by his grandmother. And white football coaches Dick Christie, John Crookham, 
Milt Fleam and John Morse. 

I was covering Omaha high school sports by the time Johnny was a junior and senior and 
captain of the football and basketball teams. And the captain he was- If a fellow player 
was dogging it in practice, Johnny would order him to take a lap,., and chase him if he 
didn't run hard. 

During the Metro Holiday basketball tournament, Johnny would send Coach Fred 
Longacrc out of the locker room so he could address the team before games. One such 
time, a sophomore named Jessie Reams was bouncing a basketball while Johnny was 
talking. When Johnny told him to stop and got a smarL-aleck retort* Johnny kicked him 
off the team, arid thou told his couch. It stuck.

Dhnny sat with John Crookham, and their love for each other was palpable. 

I was also there, covering University of Nebraska football, when Johnny built his 
Heisman Trophy and Hall of Fame career. I also covered his stupidities that resulted in a 
felony conviction and other eyesores on an otherwise sterling resume. That was tough 
duty, considering my personal affection for him. 

As testimony to his loyalty, Johnny never allowed my professional responsibilities to 
interfere with the personal relationship. 

During his Heisman Trophy senior year, I wrote an extensive piece for the Philadelphia " 
Enquirer before the game at Army. During an interview in his apartment that week, we 
talked about his upbringing and the robbery that would dog him the rest of his life. 

It was at the end his freshman year, and he and a group of classmates were drinking 
(which was a new experience for him) in their dorm rooms when a large disturbance 
broke out on campus, summoning police from all over town. 

Someone suggested that it would be a good time to pull a stickup, with all the cops on 
campus. With the influence of vodka and orange juice and youthful ignorance, Johnny, 
his high school buddy Jimmy Glass and a white kid named Randy from Broken Bow 
stopped at a gas station in south Lincoln. Johnny went inside with a handgun that did not 
work while Jimmy stood outside with a broom handle that Johnny told the attendant was 
a rifle. He walked out with $91 .50, 

In the apartment interview, Johnny said they were terrified and watched the newspapers 
and TV news for three days and saw nothing of the holdup. Finally, they concluded that it 
wasn't such a big deal, and, reflecting his background, "What's $90 to a white guy?" 



Ye considered it a youthful lark until a year later, after he had become a 
Wlm^' S footbaH celebrity, that Randy bragged in his hometown about pulling a stickup 
^tiona! ot> 4 That's when Johnny became fully aware of the gravity of the 

^situation- He has been reminded over and over ever since. 

It seems to me that he has carried this burden, which has been heavier than most because 
of his celebrity, long enough. 

Johnny could easily have gone the other way 40 years ago, but he chose to lead an 
exemplary life. No telling how many lives he has positively influenced by his countless 
lectures to youngsters, with the emphasis on making good choices and working through 
your mistakes. 

He went back to school and proudly received his degree from the University of Nebraska 
at age 50. He has made a multitude of appearances around the country, promoting his 
school and his state. 

On a personal level, he has remained steadfast as a friend, despite the negatives in his life 
that I was obliged to report. 

When I left The World-Herald 33 years ago at the age of 40, 1 was without a job and 
trying to decide what I wanted to do with the rest of my life. I received a phone call one 
evening from San Diego, where Johnny was playing professionally for the Chargers. 

He said he had heard that I was looking for work. He suggested that I start a business, and 
he would join me as a partner and would bankroll it. 

That didn't happen, but it did suggest to me that the gesture reflected the true character of 
the man, not the error in judgment of an 1 8-year-old 44 years ago. 

I urge you to help wipe the slate clean, at least legally, for Johnny Rodgers,
